Westinghouse Electric Corp. put 
a rationing into effect 
today in many appliances hecause 
of reduced steel supply. 

There are no steel negotiating 
sessions in sight as the Govern- 
ment continued to keep hands off.

PARIS, Oct. 5 (AP)—Premier 
Henri Queuille offered his resig- 
nation today to President Vincent 
Auriol. It was expected Auriol 
will announce tomorrow whether 
he will accept the resignation. 

Queuille’s coalition government, 
in office more than a year and 
longer than any previous postwar 
French cabinet, ran into a crisis 
with the insistence of the Socialist 
party that labor’s demands for 
wage increases be satisfied. 
Queuille, who heads the Radical 
Socialist (conservative) party, re- 
fused, but offered price fixing plus 
some price cuts. 

The tender of the Premier’s 
resignation followed a meeting of 
the cabinet which had been dead- 
locked on the wages and prices 
issue following devaluation. 

Queuille told reporters that 
Parliament, normally due back 
from vacation Oct. 18, would be 
convoked in extraordinary session 
next Saturday. The Premier said 
Auriol had tried to persuade him

He gave her 
$10 for cab fare to the airport, 
she said, and agreed to meet her 
at the Chateau Frontenac Hotel 
after she had completed the er- 
rand. He didn’t show up at the 
hotel, however, and she gave up 
waiting for him and went to visit 
her mother. 

Mrs. Pitre earlier had denied 
that she was the “other woman” 
in the love triangle which alleg- 
edly motivated Guay.

Depreciation charges constitute 
more than one-sixth of the Mis- 
souri operating expenses of South- 
western Bell. Adjusted to their 
existing level,-they are reported 
as $5,101,994 for Missouri intra- 
state business last year, compared 
with total operating expenses, in- 
cluding re and depreciation, of 


In the first-round rate case, the 
Missouri commission ordered 
Southwestern to reduce its compo- 
site annual depreciation charge on 
all depreciable property from 3.82 
per cent of its value to 3.5 per 
cent. In contrast the commission’s 
technical staff had recommended 
a cut of 25 per cent. No goal 
has been set in the present case, 
but Kansas City and St. Louis, 
chief communities opposing the 
higher teléphone rates, were pre- 
Pared to attack some of the major 
items of property involved in the 
composite depreciation rate. They 
contend that the company has 
been using unjustifiably high 
rates of depreciation for some of 
this component property. 

Testimony on License Fee. 
The license fee charged South- 
western and other Bell companies 
by their parent, American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co., was the 
subject of cross-examination yes- 
terday of Harry C. Gretz of New 
York, assistant comptroller of 
A. T. & T. This fee is 1 per cent 
of operating revenues, having 
been reduced from 1% per cent 
Oct. 1, 1948. It goes up as rates 
go up, so that the pending rate 
increase, if granted, would swell 
this payment to A. T.& T. by about 
$50,000 a year, bringing the total 
to about $500,000, It is an operat- 
ing expense for Southwestern. 
A.T.&T. contends that it per- 
forms numerous services for 
Southwestern and the other com- 
panies in return for this fee, and 
that usually the total costs of 
these services exceed its revenue 
from the fees. Opponents of tele- 
phone rate increases here and in 
various other states have been 
arguing for a system of charging 
exact costs for specific services 
rendered by A. T. & T. to its sub- 
sidiaries. 

Gretz, questioned by Homer L. 
Thorp, chief accountant of the 
Missouri Commission, said the re- 
duction in the license fee was 
made a year ago because in- 
creased postwar telephone busi- 
ness, plus the general move for 
higher telephone rates “to keep up 
with inflation,” indicated the rev- 
enue from the fee would exceed 
the costs charged against it. 
A.T.& T., he said, did not desire to 
collect more than its costs, or 
possibly only somewhat less. 

He conceded that the reduction 
was made also to remove one of 
the points of controversy in var- 
ious rate cases. 

Cut in Fee. 

Pressed by Morris E. Osborn, 
commission chairman, to tell why 
the fee was cut, Gretz said the 
aggregate income from the fee 
from all Bell companies at that 
time was exceeding the direct ex- 
penses charged against the fee. 
He pointed out to the correspon- 
dent afterwards that the fee at 
that time was less than the com- 
bined total of these expenses plus 
A. T. & T.’s claim to the right 
to earn a 7 per cent return on 
funds held as a capital pool for 
the operating companies. 

“We will continue this 1 per 
cent charge,” Gretz said in re- 
sponse to Osborn, “and we'll hope 
to reduce that deficit so as to 
bring the account back to a point 
where we can make some return 
on the capital invested. I hope 
the time will come when we will 
be able to make another reduction 
in the license fee.” 


This was the first time there 


has been any intimation in Mis- 
souri, or, as far known, elsewhere, 
of any intention on A. T. & T.’s 
part to make a further cut in 
the fee. 

Gretz took occasion in conclud- 
ing this discussion to express the 
view that A. T. & T. ought to be 
making good profits now, while 
times are relatively good, so it 
can lay something in its surplus 
for the future. 

Thorp questioned Gretz at 
length about details of the serv- 
ices performed by A. T. & T. under 
the license contract. It was shown 
by this that no specific record 
was made of services to South- 
western Bell. Instead, A. T. & I. 
makes an allocation of costs as- 
signed to the different services 
and the different subsidiaries. 

Interstate Charges. 

In contrast, however, Thorp 
drew from Gretz the statement 
that A. T. & T. renders bills to 
ts own “long lines” department 
for services rendered by its gen- 
eral departments. These are serv- 
ices similar to those given the re- 
gional Bell operating companies 
for the blanket license fee. “Long 
lines,” in effect, is a department 
equivalent to an operating com- 
pany for interstate long-distance 
calls. 

Commissioner John P. Randolph

B. K. Ogden, chief of the Mari- 
time Commission’s insurance divi- 
sion, said he lacked information 
on Weichel’s figures but added 
that the insurance firms merely 
collected premiums, took the cus- 
tomary insurance risks, and paid 
any losses. 
Ogden and Grenville Mellen, 
acting chairman of the commis- 
sion, appeared before the commit- 
tee in support of legislation to au- 
thorize the commission to provide 
war risk insurance in case of an- 
other emergency.

Weichel said he based his state- 
ments on information from the 
General Accounting Office, which 
audits books of federal agencies. 
First he said insurance firms kept 
$140,000,000 in “Government 
money” and made another $15,- 
000,000 by investments. 
Later on, after a look at a GAO 
report on the War Shipping Ad- 
ministration for the year ending 
June 30, 1945, Weichel upped his 
figures to $150,000,000 and $18,- 
000,000, 
‘Weichel said he wanted to know 
whether the same people he said

handfuls” now are “cooking up 
more deals.” 
“We didn’t dish it around at 
all,” Mellen bristled. 
Weichel raid the dis ng was 
done under a contract with a 
syndicate of insurance compaines. 
Ogden Gives Figures. 
Ogden said there was a con- 
tract with some 80 instrance com- 
panies to handle insurance for the 
War Shipping Administration. 
He said the insurance syndicate 
collected net premiums of cbout 
350,000, 000. 
The companies, Ogden added, 
paid all losses and got 6% per 
cent of the premiums fo the 
services they performed for the 
Government plus another 7 rer 
cent for profit. 
Weiche! contended the com- 
panies were simply performing 
services for themselves. 
Ogden said the syndicate han- 
died “hull” insurance, on the ves- 
sels themselves. Cargoes were in- 
sured separately through some 125 
underwriters, he said. 
He said there was protection 
and indemnity insurance, for 
which the premiums over five 
years amounted to about $125,-

Stengel, winking and mugging 
in his best high-hearted manner, 
waved a cigarette for emphasis in 
the New York dressing room as 
he answered questions.

Stengel said. “That was whether 
to get Reynolds out for a pinch- 
hitter in the eighth as I’ve had to 
do so often when he faltered. I 
could have finished with Joe Page, 
another front-line pitcher, but

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In these days of specialization, 
when each person plays only his 
own part on the assembly line of 
life, it has even invaded the fish- 
ing fraternity and now we have 
fishermen who cater only to the 


wants of the jack salmon, scorn- 
ing all. other fish and refusing 
even to enterntain a small-mouth 
bass — the end of a fly or cart- 


rod. 
These fishermen do not spend 
their time fishing all the water 
as they drift downstream on their 
float trips, but motor much of the 
river and fish only those deep, 
swift holes that are known as 
“Jack holes” and also those which, 
to the trained eye of the fisher- 
men, look productive. Four fish is 
the daily limit on jack salmon, and 
often these specialists will take 
the limit. These fish usually run 
large and four fish should be 
ample poundage to satisy the needs 
of an average family for several 
days, to say nothing of the thrill 
of landing these hard-fighting 
“Mr. Big Eyes.” 
| They Go for Lures in Fall. 
The jack salmon (wall-eyed pike 
of the north) is a voracious feeder 
in the fall. Many fish, however, 
are taken through the hot summer 
‘months, but October and Novem- 
der are usually the months when 
they take plugs and live minnows 
with reckless abandon, and these 
are the favored months to catch 
them. Jack salmon prefer deep, 
fairl swift water, and lie motionless 
on. the bottom until something 
comes along that appeals to their 
appetite; then there is a savage 


tush and the battle is on! Icthyolo- 


gists (fish professors) say that the 
gack salmon's eyes are fixed—that 
as, they can see only that which is 
almost directly in front of their 
‘vision—and, therefore, the plug or 
live bait must pass directly in their 
line of vision or else the bait is 
not seen by the fish. 

The glow of the freshly caught 
ack salmon's eyes indicates that 

e is also a night feeder, and a 
much-argued point between the 
“specialists” is whether day or 
night fishing is more productive. 
Recently a group fishing Current 
river, above Van Buren, took 16 
jack salmon out of a single hole in 
a few nights, fishing with deep- 
running plugs, and it would be 
difficult to convince any one of 
them that day fishing is even in- 
teresting. The largest fish caught 
weighed 12 pounds and the small- 
est almost four. Another group of 
fishermen, fishing several holes 
between Van Buren and Doniphan, 
and fishing only at day-break and 
late in the afternoon until dark, 
took 18 jack salmon, two of them 
weighing 13 pounds each and sev- 
eral weighing eight and nine 
pounds—so, to them, early morn- 
ing and late afternoon is the only 
“fitten” time to catch jack. 

There's a Trick to It. 

There ig quite a trick in fishing 
for jack salmon. Deep-running 
baits only are used and in some 
jack holes, where the water is un- 
usually swift and deep, a heavy 
bell sinker must,be placed about 
six inches above the plug in order 
to get the bait down to Mr. Jack’s 
domicile. The leader should be 20 
pounds test and some use wire 
leaders to keep the fighting fish 
from severing the leader with its 
sharp teeth. This is not desirable, 
nor is a heavy sinker, as either 
— with the action of the 

alt. 

Most fishermen prefer the red 
and white, the yellow and the sil- 
ver scale colors for the deep-run- 
ners. The usual procedure in spe- 
cialized jack fishing is to anchor 
the boat in a likely spot and cast 
downstream. After the sinking, 
deep running plug hits the water, 
time is allowed for the plug to 
sink to the bottom before the 
fisherman starts the retrieve. The 
plug is slowly reeled in, with a 


jerky motion on the uplift of the 


reel handle, causing the oversized 
lop on the plug to dig bottom as 
it is retrieved by the caster. As it

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5 (AP) — 
House and Senate conferees 
finally have agreed on a multi 
million-dollar waterways appro 
ptiation bill for the fiscal year 


that began last July 1. The bill, 
Cafrying a total appropriation of 
$664,178,190 for civil functions of 
the Army, includes $634,920,090 for 
fiood control and rivers and har- 

fs projects in many of the 48 


es. 
Congress usually completes 
work on such bills late in June or 
early in July. One fourth of the 
first year covered by the measure 
already is gone. This year con- 
ferees wrangled for four months 
yefore compromising differences 


in the bill as it passed the House 


and Senate. 

The conference committee has 
agreed to knock out restrictions 
on the height of the pool back of 
the huge Garrison (N. D.) dam. At 
the same time, the group approved 
$27,509,000 to continue its con- 
struction during the year ending 
next June 30. This compares with 
$31,000,000 voted by the Senate 
and $23,066,800 by the House. 


Pool Level Restrictions. 

The House approved a restric- 
tion on the operating level of the 
pool at no more than 1830 feet 
above sea level, which was backed 
by Representatives Lemke and 
Burdick, North Dakota Re- 
publicans. The Senate, however, 


eliminated this restriction. A 
similar restriction has been in ap- 
propriation bills for the Garrison 
dam during the last few years. 

The appropriation is part of the 
civil functions appropriation for 
Army engineers. The engineers 
have opposed limiting the pool 
level. contending that it should be 
left for operation up to 1850 feet 
above sea Jevel. Both Lemke and 
Burdick have said repeatedly that 
there ig no authority in the law 
that would permit the higher pool 
level. 


They also have asserted that the 
higher level would not be neces- 
sary for many years—if ever—to 
carry out the flood control, irriga- 
tion and other work designed for 
the dam. 

Record Appropriation. -

EMOCRACY in Western 7 Europe may be attained only through 
a revision of the economic system which would affect directly 
the pocketbooks of the workers rather than through employment 


of slogans, Irving J. Brown, European representative of the AMerican 
Federation of Labor, told the Post-Dispatch today. His report was 


discouraging. 

Brown, whose job is to sell de- 
mocracy abroad, said Europeans 
were fed up on slogang and were 
interested primarily in the prac- 
tical effects of various policies, 
regardiess of who initiated them. 

Progress of his mission, he re- 
ported to the AFL convention yes- 
terday, is slow and beset by many 
obstacles which increase with 
every shift in the political pic- 
ture. The new anti-Communist 
International Trade Union Or- 
ganization now in process of 
formation, must concentrate 
basically on the economic situa- 
tion, he warned. 

“There’s a danger in being a 
slave to a slogan,” Brown told the 


’ Post-Dispatch, “and even accepted 


terms have different meanings in 
different countries. 

“Capitalism” Here and There. 

“There is, for instance, as much 
difference between the economic 
stem in the United States which 
we call ‘capitalism’ and that of 
Western Europe which is also 
termed ‘capitalism’ as there is be- 
tween the eastern world of totali- 
tarianism and the western world.” 

To illustrate, Brown pointed out 
that in this country industry gen- 
erally engaged in capital reinvest- 
ment, plowing back in the busi- 
ness a good share of profits. This 
procedure, he said, leads inevita- 
bly to an expansion of economy. 
Replacement of machinery, Brown 
added, and other improvements 
have created a production basis 
for American industry which has 
resulted in a constant improve- 
ment in living standards of em- 
ployes. 

But in Europe, particularly in 
France, Brown went on, the ten- 
dency is to “salt away profits or 
send them abroad.” The average 
European industrialist, beset by 
shifting political conditions and 
lacking confidence in his govern- 
ment, has no conception of the 
American theory of expanding 
economy. The European indus- 
trialists’ motto, Brown said, 
“devil take the hindmost and to 
hell with the future.” 

“As a result, the living standard 
of the worker is lower,” Brown 
said, “because it reflects lowered 
production, often geared to obso- 
lete machinery. From a practical 
viewpoint it is not possible to 
raise the living standard of the 
worker—which, after all, is what 
he is interested in—without ob- 
taining an expansion of the eco- 


‘nomic system.” 


Europe, Brown asserted, is an 
exemplar of national economy, dif- 
fering with various national units. 
This country, he observed, re- 
fiects a continental economy.

Marshall plan as “a shot in the 
arm” but not an answer to the 
problem. | 


“The United States must not 
only loan money,” Brown said, 
“but must aid in 
unification of the European eco- 
nomic system. We must trade 
and aid. One o? the gravest prob- 
lems of western Europe is to ex- 
pand its market. It must seek 
new markets, like Africa, India 
and South America. 


“The time has come when it is 
apparent that America will either 
play a larger and more practical 
role in world affairs or forfeit a 
large part of the world to the Rus- 
sians.” 


Brown said “people don’t live in 
a state of suspended animation.” 
A political “vacuum,” he said, was 
created in Europe by the defeat 
of the Japs and Nazis and “the 
decline of the British Empire,” 
and he maintained that “if we 
don’t fin it, the Russians will.“ 


National Jealousies. 


Discussing some of the practical 
obstacles in the path of solidarity 
of the European rank and file 
against Communism, Brown 
touched on jealous nationalistic 
concepts. 


The Russians, in his opinion, are 
“speeding up their time-table.” He 
thinks the Soviets have won in 
China and suffered a defeat in 
western Europe. The continued 
existence of Marshal Tito, in 
Yugoslavia, Brown said, must lead 
to his “liquidation” since the 
Kremlin regards his activities as 
“a stab in the back.” 

As to the foreign situation, 
Brown gave detailed his analysis 
of key European countrier, point- 
ing out generally that political and 
economic issues must be consid- 


ered together. (This analysis will 


is | be reported tomorrow.) 


“Unless the economic situation 
can be improved, no permanent 
answer to the Communist issue is 
possible,” Brown declared. “The 
economic problems cannot be met 
unless the Communist forces in 
the western economy can be con- 
trolled and contained. 


“Though progress has been 
made, no fundamental resolution 
of either the Communist or the 
economic issue has been achieved. 
Those of us who have worked 
abroad since 1945 each year ex- 
pected the worst. 

“The small progress each year 
has always been somewhat reas- 
suring, but still not enough to 
meet the challenge of our times. 


“And so the struggle goes on.”

SOFT-VOICED United States 
Navy admiral, Leon S. Fiske, 
is the Deputy High Commis- 
sioner who administers a strange 
new responsibility his country has 
accepted from the United Nations. 

It is the trust territory of the 
Pacific islands—the Carolines, the 
Marianas, Tinian, Saipan—many 
of them all too well known to the 
G.Ls who took them from the 
Japanese. To most Americans, 
however, they are probably still a 
question mark in United States 
policy—an expensive responsibility 
not too well understood. 

The answer lies in the American 
blood shed to take the islands. 
They were our vital interest then. 
In handing them to us now to ad- 
minister, the United Nations rec- 
ognizes our vital interest still 
lives. 

Mark of Confidence. 


It represents a signal mark of 
confidence. This is the only U.N. 
trusteeship for a strategic area 
and it provides that under certain 
conditions we can fortify the 
islands. Because of the importance 
U.N. attaches to this grant of 
power, the administrator of the 
Pacific trust reports directly to 
the U.N. Security Council. Other 
trusteeship heads report to the 
trusteeship council. 

Already Russia has attempted 
to embarrass us in our conduct of 
the trust territory. When Adm. 
Fiske reported back to United 
States Delegate Austin and the 
Security Council on his. beginnings 
in the islands, the Russian dele- 
gate professed at once to find dis- 
crimination in the wages, treat- 
ment of Americans and other 
white officials as compared to the 
natives. 


The Admiral survived the in- 
quisition easily. He is aware, how- 
ever that America will continue to 
be called to account by Russia and 
in the Orient for its management 
of the trust territory. 

Capital Moved. 

Right now the trust capital is 
being moved from here to Moen 
island, Truk Atoll, in the heart of 
the islands so that the peoples of 
the trust may feel closer to their 
officials. It is the “natural capl- 
tal,” Adm.

NY additional state funds raised for road building in Missouri 
will be paid by the owners of motor vehicles operating on its high- 
ways, under the traditional policy of financing Missouri road 


construction. 


Since the beginning of the con- 
struction of the present state 
highway system, initiated with a 
$60,000,000 bond issue voted in 
1920, the motor vehicle owners 
have paid the bill, aside from 
Federal aid, under existing consti- 
tutional and statutory provisions. 


The voters approved levying of 
the present 2-cent-a-gallon gaso- 
line tax in 1924, through adoption 
of an initiative law, and in 1928 
approved an additional state bond 
issue of $75,000,000 for state high- 
way construction. 


Since that time the voters have 
turned down five different propo- 
sals for increases in the state gas- 
oline tax, four of them for a 1 
cent increase and one, in 1948, for 
an increase of 1% cents. 


The same voters apparently will 
have another chance to vote on 
the question. Gov. Forrest Smith’s 
bill to double the gasoline tax to 
4 cents apparently will wind up in 
a referendum in the 1950 election, 
through referendum petitions be- 
ing circulated by opponents. 

Referendum in 1950. 

These petitions specifically call 
for the referendum in the 1950 
general election, which would sus- 
pend operation of the act until 
the voters have an opportunity to 
approve or reject it in November, 
1950. 

Smith has announced he will 
ask the Legislature, when it re- 
convenes on Oct. 11, to pass a 
supplemental bill authorizing a 
special election on the gas tax 
bill referendum, if adequate, ref- 
erendum petitions are filed. This 
would permit holding the election 
at an earlier date than the 1950 
general election. The Attorney 
General’s department has ruled 
the Legislature has power to pass 
such an act. 

If the bill becomes law, it would 
increase the gasoline tax pay- 
ments about $18,000,000 a year, 
based on present collections. 

Gasoline tax increase proposals 
which have been rejected, all in 
elections, included two in 1932, 
Each called for a 1-cent gasoline 
tax increase. One was a legisla- 
tive act passed at the request of 
‘then Gov. Lloyd C. Stark, which 
was subjected to a referendum.

It would have allocated 
revenue from 1 cent to the coun- 
ties for local roads and % cent to 
cities and towns of more than 750 
population, for street purposes.

g Major Revenue Sources. 


The major sources of state 
highway revenues are the gaso- 
line tax, now producing about 
$18,000,000 a year, and state motor 
vehicle license fees and drivers’ 
license fees which combined pro- 
duce about $15,000,000 a year. Mo- 
tor bus and truck fees paid to the 
Public Service Commission, for 
road purposes, total about $800,-

For the Best County Charter 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your commendable editorial on St. 
Louis county government contained 
timely and just criticism not only of the 
present defective governmental struc- 
ture but also of the apparent negative 

Attitude of most members of its home 
rule Charter Commission. 

The Charter Commission makes griev- 
ous error when it seeks to make com- 
promise with the status quo. Compro- 
mise necessarily plays a role in the 
framing of a fundamental law. Conces- 
sions, however, should be confined to 

the membership of the constituent body 
and. should not be made to persons or 
pressure groups in the community, for 
such persons and groups are usually un- 
able to view the government as a whole. 
Rather they are inclined to want spe- 
cific personal gain from certain charter 
provisions. 

The members of a charter commis- 
sion, on the other hand, are charged 
with the responsibility of viewing the 
local government in all its ramifications 
*and making caréfully considered argu- 
‘ments for improvement in governmental 
procedures. 

The members of the St. Louis County 
Charter Commission should be most 
careful in the exercise of their public 
office. It ig their clear duty, as repre- 
sentative citizens, to frame a charter 
which best suits the needs of the 
county. 

When they affix their names to the 

ecompleted document, they certify to the 
residents of St. Louis county that this is 

“the best form of county government 

*that they are capable of presenting. If 

"the ideal charter is “too good” for the 
county voters and they defeat it at the 
polls, then the responsibility lies not on 

‘the shoulders of the commission but 
rather on those who have the privilege 
to vote. 

Indeed, if the electorate cannot accept 
a charter which allows great improve- 
ment in their government, then it is 
not ready to assume the privileges and 
fesponsibilities of home rule. The 
Charter Commission should proceed on 
the assumption that the people of the 
“county are qualified to accept home

in refusing to recommend Leland Olds for a 
third five-year term on the Federal Power Com- 
mission, the Senate Commerce Committee 
has set itself solidly against the President and 
the people. It has sided with the natural gas 
and oil interests, and against the public interest. 
Mr. Truman could mot have drawn the issue 
more sharply than when he addressed a per- 
sonal appeal to the subcommittee in which he

Mr. Olds is a nationally recognized cham- 
pion of effective utility regulation; his rec- 
ord shows that he is also a champion of fair 
regulation. He has already served two full 
terms as a member of the Federal Power 

Commission. In this capacity he has served 

ably and loyally in regulating the basic 

power and gas industries. The quality of 
his service is attested by the witnesses who 
have appeared in his behalf. 

The names of those who ignored this appeal 
should be spread on the public record. They 
are: 


Democrats: Lyndon Johnson, Texas, chair- 
man of the subcommittee; Edwin C. John- 
son, Colorado, chairman of the full commit- 
tee; O’Conor, Maryland; McFarland, 
Arizona; Hunt, Wyoming.

Will these men have their selfish way again 
when the Olds nomination is brought up before 
the Senate? 

Senator McMahon of Connecticut was absent 
and not recorded. Only two committee mem- 
bers supported the nominee—Myers of Pennsyl- 
vania and Magnuson of Washington, both Dem- 
ocrats. 

It is to be hoped that other Senators will 
rally to the support of the President and of Mr. 
Olds. It is to be hoped that they will fight 
for a public servant who has been accused 
of a lack of patriotism because of something he 
wrote more than 20 years ago, but whose real 
“sin” has been resistance to ihe gas, oil and 
utility lobbyists. 

It is to be hoped, too, that President Truman 
will throw his full weight into this fight. In his 
still remembered Princeton address and on 
many another occasion, he has complained of the 
difficulty of attracting competent, disinterested 
men to the public service. This will become 
even more difficult if, when the President has 
such a man in his administration, he does not 
move heaven and earth to keep him there. 

It is not a novelty to find a public servant 
under fire because he has bucked selfish inter- 
ests. The record of an administration is judged 
to a considerable extent by the support it gives 
good men in government when they need it. By 
continuing to stand up for Leland Olds, the 
President will put the full majesty of his office 
solidly behind honorable public service.

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Sound Counsel from Mr. Baruch 

The country’s No. i Elder Statesman, Bernard 
M. Baruch, proposes a thoroughly sensible pro- 
gram to take account of Russia’s possession of 
the atomic bomb. Expressly disavowing any in- 
tent of speaking in an “alarmist sense, he calls 
on the United States to: 

1. Maintain its “overwhelming advantage” 
in atomic weapons until international con- 
trol of atomic energy is safe and sure. 

2. Stand its ground in insisting upon noth- 
ing less than truly effective international 
control, : 

3. Ré-examine its strategy for peace. 

4. Set up a standby mobilization plan with 
“thoroughly civilian defense.” . 
The first point is the responsibility of the De- 

partment of National Defense and the Atomic 
Energy Commission. The second and third are 
primarily the concerns of the State Department 
and our representatives at UN. The fourth, 
civilian defense, rests on the rank and file of the 
American people, and less has been done about 
it than about any of the others. 

Everyone hopes and prays that there will be 
no atomic war. But all the hopes and prayers 
will bring no relief should one break out. It 
would be tragic folly not to begin to prepare for 
the possibility—all the while working for peace. 

One of the things the Kremlin is sure to 
know is the state of the American mind. If it is 
confused, susceptible to Invasion-from-Mars 
panic, that fact in itself will be a temptation. If 
on the other hand American communities are 
organized to cope with possible disaster, if civil- 
jans prepare themselves against contingencies, 
that preparation in itself could prove our most 
effective single deterrent against another war.” 
Again we quote Elder Statesman Baruch. 

In any event, it is an insurance policy that we 


cannot afford to pass by. 


The Post-Dispatch has printed à state- 


ment which the Federal Government should be, 


busy investigating with a view to confirmation 
or denial. This is the flat assertion by Retired 
Rear Admiral Zacharias, former deputy chief of 
naval intelligence, that a Russian spy ring stole 
secrets in the United States, which led to the 
development of the atomic bomb, now known to 
have been exploded by the Soviets. 

In substance this is the information reported 
by the former high-ranking naval officer: 

The late Richard C. Tolman, one of the war- 
time chiefs of the Manhattan, atomic energy 
project, and Prof. Semyon P. Alexandrov, Rus- 
sian metallurgist, were opposite mumbers at the 
United Nations. Each acted as scientific adviser 
to his country’s delegation. However, Alexan- 
drov's real assignment, direct from Stalin, was 
to get the secrets surrounding the atomic bomb. 

In 1947, Tolman, while reading transcripts of 
all speeches delivered by Russian and Polish 
delegates in the discussion of atomic energy by 
UN members, noted certain phrases repeated 
from top secret United States documents. He 
checked and found that these had been lifted 
bodily from closely guarded material. 

Tolman then went on to check further. He 
learned that some of the questions asked in the 
UN discussions by the Russians delegates were 
based on “classified information to which only 
a few top United States officials had access.” 

Apprising this, Admiral Zacharias says: 

Here was a leak of the greatest impor- 
tance, but no one responsible for this breach 
of confidence and security, and none of the 
Soviet spies, whose brilliant teamwork en-

what should have been the most closely guarded 
of secrets. Moreover, our own agents, whose 
mission it was to catch the spies of the foreign 
power, failed completely. 

Canada did better than that. It caught at 
least some of the treacherous men, tried them, 
found them guilty and sentenced them. Surely 
our facilities for apprehénsion are as good as 
Canada’s. The best way to hold down rumor 
and hysteria is to keep the people informed. 
Why should these reports, if they are true, first 
come to the publie via a retired naval officer? 
Why are they not announced officially? 
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Private Slum Clearance? 

The city government is pursuing a course that 
may at last bring. private money into the re- 
building of blighted neighborhoods. 

Investors have mostly shunned this field in 
the past because centrally located land is too ex- 
pensive to support profitable scales of rents, 
but the Federal Housing Act of 1949 tackles this 
obstruction. It invites cities to buy and clear 
slum areas at market prices and to re-sell or 
lease them to builders at “use” values, which 
are lower. The Government will carry two 
thirds of the losses in such transactions, leaving 
the city to carry the remaining third. The Darst 
Administration is preparing applications to caver 
30 blocks with this treatment. 

St. Louis can offer unusually generous induce- 
ments to private slum-clearers. It was already 
able under a Missouri law to hold down the 
taxes on limited-profit apartments to the land 
value for 10 years, and to half the value of the 
land and improvements for the next 15. With 
the new federal assistance it can now offer the 
additional inducement of land at deflated cost. 

The Mayor thinks a bond issue may be needed 
to meet the city’s part of the undertaking. A 
slum clearance issue was roundly defeated last 
November, but the outlook today is brighter. 
The city would have borne the whole load then: 
now $1 of St. Louis money gets $2 of federal 
money. No one knew last year where the low- 
income people displaced from the cleared slums 
could move; today plans are moving ahead to 
provide public housing for 12,000 families. 

Other important details, to be sure, still need 
ironing out. It will be asked, for example, 
whether 25-year tax limitations are still needed 
when the cost of land is written down. Or 
whether, if the tax favors are given, the Federal 
Government won't count them as the city’s con- 
tribution, avoiding the need for a bond issue. If 
the Darst Administration deals frankly and 
thoroughly with the complications of the prob- 
lem, however, we are inclined to think it can 
evolve a proposition popular with both investors 
and taxpayers. 


Col. Chester Davis, Suh

Not that Mr. Davis is going to want to do all 
these things, mind you. But it must be nice to 
know that if you want to, you've a right to. And 
not as any upstart newcomer, either, but as one 
to the old Kentucky manor born. 
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Argentina’s Worst Press Gag 

President Peron’s Argentine gag law is the 
worst of his many offenses against the freedom 
of the press and in violation of the commitments 
his Government made in becoming one of the 
United Nations. Now if any editor “offends the 
dignity” of any public official he may be sen- 
tenced to jail for two months to a year, and 
truth is no defense. / 

Argentine bureaucrats are thus free to con- 
sider any criticism, no matter how slight, an of- 
fense to their dignity, and to have punishment 
meted out to the newspaper that has the cour- 
age to express an honest opinion. Specifically, 
the “dignity” gag law is aimed at La Prensa, 
the greatest newspaper in Argentina and one of 
the most courageous in the world, which is per- 
haps the last voice in Peron’s fiefdom that still 
dares appraise what he does. 

In the Charter of the United Nations, Argen- 
tina pledged itself to encourage and promote 
“respect for the fundamental freedoms for all.” 
Freedom of the press is a fundamental freedom, 
which the Argentine Government, duty-bound to 
support, is trampling. 

In the Declaration. of Human Rights adopted 
by the UN at Paris last December, Argentina 
made itself a party to this covenant: “Everyone 
has a right to freedom of opinion and expres- 
sion; this right includes freedom to hold opin- 
ions without interference and to seek, receive 
and impart information and ideas through any 
media and regardless of frontiers.” 

Peron cynically violates this covenant every 
day by coercing the Argentine newspapers with 
restrictions on newsprint, physical terrorism, 
threats of recourse to a Supreme Court packed 
on his side, and on top of all these things, now 
the “dignity” gag. 

Argentina’s suppression of the press deserves 
the most unequivocal rebuke by the United Na- 
tions. A special obligation to contrast the Peron 
Government’s performance with its promises 
rests on the United States, which may recall 
without pride that it sponsored the admission of 
this pledge-breaking government to the UN at 
San Francisco in 1945.

Just now the Mayor, and his City Health Com- 
missioner, Dr. Smith have an opportunity to 
present a case against a city employe who they 
regard as incompetent and inefficient. The place 
to make the case against Milton R. Fisher, milk 
section head, if the Darst Administration has 
one, is before the Civil Service Commission. 
Meantime, the way citizens sat all over the 
Mayor's astounding proposal amounts to instruc- 
tions to the freeholders to guard the merit sys- 
tem with utmost care.

A Voice That Pierces Iron Curtains 


There must be many listeners to American broadcasts behind the 
Communist censorship, writer says; the heavy fan mail, Russia's 
desperate efforts at defense and other evidences prove it; State 
Department engineers believe they can break the “jamming.”

To a party of Congressmen touring 
France in 1947 a prominent French physi- 
cian said: “Of course we realize that medi- 
cal science is way ahead in America—but 
we also know that you have all those un- 
derprivileged people over there on whom 
your doctors constantly experiment.” 


This is but one example of the misunder- 
standing of the, United States these Con- 
gressmen found. The Congressmen returned 
home, determined that something had to be 
done. The result was the Smith-Mundt Act, 
passed on Jan. 27, 1948, authorizing a pro- 
gram “to promote a better understanding 
of the United States in other countries, and 
to increase mutual understanding between 
the people of the United States and the 
people of other countries.” 


One aspect of this program, conducted 
by the State Department, is the Voice of 
America. Broadcasting in 22 languages, 
the VOA covers Europe and the Middle 
East, Latin America and the Far East, 
transmitting 28 program hours daily, seven 
days a week. Basically, the program con- 
tent is divided into news, 33 per cent; 
analysis and features, 51 per cent; and 
music, 16 per cent. 

Russia, for example, gets no musical 
broadcasts, while about one third of the 
broadcasts to Latin America are music. 
The reason: there is a relatively free flow 
of news to Latin America and the listen- 
ers must be given entertainment if the 
VOA hopes to keep thig audience. 


The Kasenkina Scoop 


Russia requires news, news, more news. 
The assumption here ig that the Russian 
Government does not permit its people to 
read or hear the United States position on 
important matters. For the majority of 
Russian people, the VOA is the only source 
of knowledge about the United States and 
the outside world, 

A case in point: on Aug. 12, 1948, Mrs. 
Oksana Kasenkina leaped from a window 
of the Soviet consulate in New York City. 
Within minutes, the news was broadcast 
by the VOA to Moscow, and soon was 
known all over the city. 


The conclusive proof of the VOA’s ef- 
fectiveness in this case was that the United 
States embassy staff in Moscow learned of 
Mrs. Kasenkina’s leap through people who 
had heard it on the VOA broadcast! Many 
days later, a diluted account was given 
by the Russian press and radio. 

The methods of determining the success 
of VOA broadcasts are-not foolproof and 
they cannot hope to be. But by combin- 
ing information from various sources and 
checking one against the other, it is cer- 
tain that the VOA has a regular listening 
audience of many millions. Official Soviet 
figures place the number of radios in Rus- 
sia at 5,500,000 in 1947. A point not gen- 
erally realized is that about 5,000,000 are 
equipped for short wave, receiving, capable 
of picking up VOA programs. 

From Oct. 1, 1948, through May 31, 1949,. 
some 98,630 letters were received. A break- 
down shows the importance of spot an- 
nouncements concerning the availability of 
program schedules, which are printed in 

eight editions: German, Italian, French 


and Spanish for Europe; Spanish and Por- 
tugese for Latin America; Chinese for the 
Far East; and English, for world-wide dis- 
tribution. 


The monthly figures: September, 1948— 
819; October—5471; November—13,621; De- 
cember—15,498; January, 1949—16,662; Feb- 
ruary—21,597; March—13,531; April—5058; 
May—6292. Spot announcements concern- 
ing program schedules were made from 
the first week in October through Febru- 
ary. The effect is obvious. 


News censored and forbidden to the local 
papers and radio but broadcast by the 
VOA is found to be circulated among the 
people. United States information officers 
in foreign countries are constantly report- 
ing examples of this, along with sugges- 
tions and requests for specific programs. 


Accent on the Positive 


Many problems make the VOA no sim- 
ple broadcast, Jamming can occur because 
of bad weather or unintentional interfer- 
ence. This kind does not present any 
great difficulty. A planned jamming bar- 
rage is another question. On April 24, Rus- 
sia opened an intensive jamming attack on 
all VOA broadcasts coming into the Soviet 
Union. Many months and millions of dol- 
lars were spent to perfect this jamming 
system. Sincé.this attack began, few VOA 
programs are getting through to the Rus- 
sian listeners. 

United States engineers claim they can 
beat this jamming, given more money. 
There is now in the Senate a request for 
$11,500,009 &bove the fiscal appropriation, 


‘most of it, if approved, to be spent on con- 


quering: the jamming. 

VOA spokesmen consider the constant 
attacks on the broadcasts by Russia and 
her satellites one of the best signs of the 
success of the information and education- 
al campaign. But it must not be assumed 
that the prime purpose of the VOA is a 
negative bne, to negate Russian propagan- 
da. The VOA is a positive program to ac- 
quaint the people of the entire world with 
the United States of America. 

The broadcasts cover all facets of Amer- 
ican life, science and cultural data, eco- 
nomic features, press and magazine round- 
ups, women’s features, labor analyses, farm 
roundups, rebroadcasts of domestic shows 
Town Meeting. of the Air, the Hit Pa- 
rade, etc.—and special broadcasts of the 
Make Believe Ballroom and other favorites. 


“Best Wishes and Admiration” 


The VOA news room operates like a wire 
service. INS, Overseas News Agency and 
Reuters are used—all paid for. Almost all 


employes of the news section are former 


newspaper men. 
A letter from Warsaw sums up how oth- 
er people feel about the VOA: 


“I can state that thousands listen to your 
broadcasts daily whith gives us the hope 
that our tortured democracy will end. 
Polish listeners like to hear comparisons 
of earnings and prices in the United States 
and Poland best. I send my best wishes 
and admiration for your wonderful, free 
country.”

Between Book Ends 


Promise Still Unfulfilled 
THE PRIMITIVE, by Feike Feikema. (Doubleday, 440 
pgs., $3.50.) 

“The Primitive,” first volume of a trilogy 
to be called “World’s Wanderer,” is Feik- 
ema's sixth book. The other five have been 
reviewed with unanimous enthusiasm, and 
for some years no list of outstanding young 
writers has been complete without him. 

A reader has some reason to expect in 
this pretentious novel some advance over 
previous works, some maturing of both 
talent and insight and is justified in judg- 
ing this book more strictly than the other 
five. After all, a man can be a promising 
author only so long; unless the promise is 
fulfilled, he becomes necessarily a disap- 
pointment. 

There are undeniable virtues here. A 
though the characters are consistently in- 
troduced in a sort of caricatured outline. 
almost without exception as the story goes 
on the outlines are filled in, the carica- 
tures are softened, until the characters be- 
come real and acceptable. Typical is the 

hero, Thurs Wrald- 
son, seven feet tall, 
incredibly strong, in- 
credibly awkward 
and inept, orphaned, 
scarcely housebroken, 
but widely read and 
a tyro in metaphysi- 
cal skepticism. The 


first thing he doe 


to break an e- 
handle because he 

forgot not to swing 
with full force. Be 
fore the book is dome, 
he has become, @ 
graceful basketball ‘ 
star, an intermittent . 
drunkard, a poet, a pianist and composer, 
and president of a philosophy club. Yet at 
the end Thurs is far more believable, far 
less freakish, than at the beginning. It is 
quite an achievement. 


The events are graphically and sensi- 
tively portrayed. Whether it is the strain 
of ultimate physical exertion, the shy, ludi- 
crous awkwardness of a first kiss, the 
beauty of a skyful of stars, the dullness of 
a pedestrian lecture, the excitement of a 
philosophical argument, Feikema makes it 
seem plausible, real and understood. 


Admittedly this is the most difficult of 
fictional subjects, the growth from late 
adolescence to potential adulthood. Still 
there are undeniable debits. First, Thurs, 
both in appearance and accomplishment, is 
more fit for symbolism or allegory than for 
a novel. Second, it is old-fashioned—not 
only does the story take place during the 
late, unlamented depression, but the au- 
thor’s critical attitude, so far as it can be 
discerned, is even older, somewhere be- 
tween Bob Ingersoll and Elmer Gantry. 
Third, as soon as one stops reading, the 
illusion of reality and probability fades 
Abruptly. ? 

All in all, the balance sheet adds up 
closer to disappointment than to fulfillment. 
And that is, regrettably, a significant com- 
mentary on the state of American letters. 
How many currently productive serious 
novelists can you greet anew with the con- 
fidence with which one could begin a new 
novel by Dickens, by Conrad, by Cather, or 
for that matter, still can begin the who-; 
dunits, costume romances, and slick serials 
of half a hundred unpretentious, expert 
craftsmen? Tou can count them on the 
index fingers of both hands, and by the 
end of 1950 the total may be less.

Mr. Gromyko wanted to destroy 
the American stockpile before 
agreeing to international control. 
Now that there is to be a Russian 
stockpile, Mr. Vishinsky is pro- 
posing to outlaw the bomb by an 
agreement among the two powers 
both of whom, even if they de- 
stroyed their stockpiles, would still 
have the means to make the 
bombs. 


As to Poison Gas. 


What kind of agreement could 
that be? Mr. Vishinsky said again 
what Stalin has said before—an 
agreement like that which “con- 
demned the use for yy — 
poses of poison ve ow the 
treaty of 1922 which prohibited 
“the use in war” of poison gas is 
pertinent to the atomic bomb 
problem on three points: one, it 
did not attempt to set up any 
system of inspection; two, it did 
not place any limitation on the 
manufacture and {osteo 
poison gas; three, it was observe 
by all the principal belligerents, 
including Hitler himself, during 
the second World War. 


Why was it observed, though 
there was no system of inspection 
and control, and no international 
machinery of enforcement? It was 
observed because all the belliger- 
ents had poison gas, and therefore 
none of them dared to use it. 

The status of atomic weapons 
now has a certain resemblance 
to that of poison gas in 1922, and 
in an unprejudiced and objective 
view we must admit that there is 
realism in the Russian argument 
that the poison gas treaty is a 
precedent. For the only agree- 


ment which can now be reached 
is one essentially like the poison 
gas treaty—an agreement by gov- 
ernments which retain possession 
of atomic weapons, or at least the 
means to manufacture them, but 


pledge themselves not to use them 
in war, except in retaliation. 


It is illusory to suppose that 


ae a” the American and the Russian 
manufacturing plants will be de- 


stroyed — or that “inspection” 
which inspects anything of vital 
M importance will be con- 
ceded by anyone. But an agree- 
ment not to be the first user of 
the bomb could probably be 
| reached if we wished it—and if 
the agreement was observed in 
war, it would be because of the 
fear of reprisal. 


America’s Advantage. 


The paramount question 1s 
whether an agreement of this kind 
should be made before there has 


the Russian Army to the borders 
of the Soviet Union. On balance 
it would probably be wiser to be- 
gin now to negotiate a treaty on 
the poison gas model but not to 
ratify it until an Austrian and a 
German treaty have been ratified 
and executed. 

For some relatively short time 
—a few brief years at best—the 
American atomic power will con- 
tinue to be somewhat, though not 
decisively, greater than the Rus- 
sian. Our superiority will lie in 
the fact that the United States is 
less vulnerable than Russia and 
has more bombs and greater strik- 
ing power. 


Less Bargaining Power. 


This advantage is an asset, 
though a wasting asset, in the 
diplomatic bargaining for treaties 
to settle the second World War. 
The advantage should be used for 
what it is worth while it lasts 
and before it disappears. We 
should not do again what Mr. 
Baruch did in 1946, which was to 
overestimate his bargaining power 
—on the mistaken notion that the 
American monopoly would last 
many more years—and thus to 
ask for so much that he got noth- 
ing at all, while the Russians

The Bishops’ resolutions includ- 
ed these paragraphs: 

“Just as truly as an excess of 
collectivism leads to tyranny, 80 
does selfish individualism. Col- 
lectivism has followed from the 
disorder and injustice in individ- 
ualism, as the whirlwind follows 
the wind. 

“We have seen it in nation 
after nation. And the answer to it 
is not to be found simply in de- 
fensive alliances against it, par- 
ticularly if other totalitarian 
states are among the allies. 

Answer to Russia. 

“The answer to Russia will be 
found only in new forms of social 
organization and new ways to so- 
cial justice. One of the most en- 
couraging steps in this direction 
has been the support the United 
States has given, through the 
Marshall Plan, to the attempts of 
European nations to find that cre- 
ative answer. 

“But let us take care that we 
do not lable as ‘treasonable Com- 
munism’ any longing for justice, 
which should be our own primary 
concern as Christian citizens. Let 
Russia call our hunger for spir- 
itual freedom ‘capitalist imperial- 
ism’ or what she will. Russia is 
not our master; and the answer 
to her attack is not panic, or any

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RISE 26 MILES FOR 
_ ALTITUDE RECORD 


| WASHINGTON, Oct. 5 (UP)— 
Free balloons, investigating cos- 
mic radiation, have traveled 26 
miles up to the thinnest part of 
the earth’s atmosphere to set a 
new altitude record, according to 
the National Geographic Society. 

The group of five balloons, bear- 
ing Geiger counters to measure 
the intensity of cosmic rays, as 
cended 136,000 feet over Swarth- 
more, Pa., yesterday. That topped 
the previous record by 8000 feet. 

Data collected by the instru- 
ments and radioed to ground sta- 
tions will be compared with read- 
ings taken over Churchill on Hud- 
son Bay, Canada, in August.

munist party, and have more un- 
forgivably accused the Russians 
of wanting to dominate the world. 

In New York, Tito’s top diplo- 
matic team has publicly broken 
with the Soviets in the United Na- 
tions. Moreover, Tito is known 
to have conferred very great au- 
thority on his chief plenipoten- 
tiary, Foreign Secretary Edward 
Kardelj, including the authority to 
arraign the Soviet Union before 
the Security’ Council if there are 
real signs that the Kremlin im- 
tends to move from threats to. 
| action, 

Thus it is clear that the Krem- 
lin cannot deal with Tito by mere 


political pressure and economic 


strangulation, and the stage is 
set for Act Two. 

The American and British ex- 
perts have been canvassing all the 
forms which Act Two may take. 
They have reached a whanimous 
conclusion. The Kremlin will de- 
stroy Titoism, which is like a can- 
cer eating into the whole structure 
of Soviet power, only if the Krem- 
lin is willing to risk using the 
Soviet Army. 

There is no other way. With 
British-American support, Tito 
can continue to withstand indef f- 
nitely the kind of pressure now 
being brought to bear against him. 
Tito’s Moscow-trained secret po- 
lice have already demonstrated 
that they can deal with Moscow- 
inspired sabotage or guerrilla at- 
tacks. As for the Soviet satellite 
armies, Tito’s 30-division army 
would, in the words of one of the 
experts, “give them a very bloody 
nose.” That leaves the Soviet 
Army. 

Military Pressure On. 

Thus far, according to reliable 
intelligence reports, Soviet Army 
troop movements on the Yugo- 
slav frontier have been a bluff. 
Soviet units have been moved 
about as ostentatiously as possible 


as a psychological device in the 
Kremlin’s war of nerves. A real 
buildup for an attack on Yugo- 
slavia would require weeks of 
mobilization and stockpiling. The 
intelligence experts thys believe 
that the West will have at least 
a month’s warning if the Kremlin 
decides to attack, and there is 
still no evidence that this decision 
has been made. 

Yet just because the job of de- 
stroying Tito can be done in no 
other way, none of the experts 
rules out the possibility of an 
overt attack.

Left-Handed Child

HEN a child is left-handed it is best to let him remain 
so. Nature is stronger than human teaching, and any 

interference with her work is more than likely to make 
double trouble. To feel how tormented a left-handed child feels 
when forced to use his right hand, just tie your own right hand 
up and use the left for a little while. 

We who teach children have come to the decision that left- 
handedness is no handicap in itself. It is true that some left- 
handed children are slow-minded, but it is also true that many 
left-handed children are bright as buttons. They will get along 
as well as their right-handed brothers and sisters if let alone, 
but if forced to use their right hand they are likely to become 
confused, to have language difficulties such as stammering, 
mispelling and poor composition. Nothing is gained by trying 
to change the handedness of a child, and some loss is probable.

THE TOOLS OF EVERYDAY living are constructed for 
right-handed people, so that opening a door, using a knife and 
fork at the table is a bit awkward for the left-handed one, 
but that is not too important. It is sometimes possible for 
the left-handed child to use his right hand for such matters. 
If so, good. If not, he won't suffer. Just let him alone. 

It is very wrong to make fun of such a child. It is worse 
than wrong to tie his left hand behind his back in an effort to 
force him to write with his right hand. There is something 
about being tied up, bound, that rouses fear and then anger in 
any human being. It is worse for children because they feel 
so helpless, so confused. It is likely to make them resentful, 
distrustful and even ill. They will dislike the person who in- 
flicts such undeserved punishment upon them, and if it happens

BILL OF DIVORCEMENT 

had started a few days before 

I brought Flo to California 
and so I had work to do. Patty 
brought in flowers to the hospital 
every day, fresh from our garden, 
Flo began to enjoy the little deli- 
cacies we prepared for him at 
home, the doctors said after a few 
days that all the poison was out 
of his system, and we began to 
plan with him all the things he 
wanted to do. George Cukor, a 
blessed person, went about over- 
coming my nervousness before 
the microphones—I had never 
spoken in films before—and for 
this short while everything 
seemed hopeful and all right. 

I was frightened about the pic- 
ture. I was afraid to move away 
from the camera boom and wanted 
to stand rooted wherever I was 
to speak my lines. John Barry- 
more, a gallant man, crossed over 
whenever he could so that I would 
not have to move. He was still 
magnificent, acting brilliantly, not 
as he was a few years later when, 
sick and tired but still struggling 
to pay his debts, he had to resort 
to words written on blackboards 
to remember his lines. 

Miss Hepburn seemed a strange 
girl at first, with her hair in a 
tight sausage and her schoolmarm 
clothes; that is, until one day I 
saw her really act. 

Somehow her eyes caught fire 
and there was a glow, and I have

Then I had a break. For a week 
or ten days, George said, I would 
not be needed. I could devote my- 
self to Flo. 

On the morning of July 22, 1932, 
T had breakfast with Flo, Patty 
came in later with a lunch she 
had prepared for us at home.

I 
asked for an evening test so that 
we might tuck Flo in for the 
night. After dinner at his bedside 
I left for the studio. It was the 
happiest day we had had together 
for a long, long time, and my 
heart was light. 

At the studio I was made-up 
for my test with Walter Pidgeon, 
who might have played the part of 
the man I was supposed to marry 
in the picture. But the test was 
interrupted and when the film 
Was resumed, Paul Cavanaugh 
was in the role. Walter, I am sorry 
to say, had to wait several years 
before he found the part which 
started his fine Hollywood Career,

E had rehearsed our scene 

and the camera was grinding 

when George stopped the ac- 
tion and directed me to a tele- 
phone. It was Sidney. 

“What is wrong, Sidney?” I 
asked, 

“Come quickly, madam, come 
quickly,” was all he could say. 

I met Sidney in the corridor out- 
side Flo’s room and he told me. 

“Madam, too late. He just died 
in my arms, walking across the 
room. One short gasp was all. 

I crumpled. I had arrived in all 
my studio make-up, in a long 
dinner dress, with a heavy mas- 
cara on my eyes. I did not know 
anything until I found myself on 
a bed with the nurses trying to 
get me out of the dress, which for 
some reason had been sewn onto 
me. 

Betty and Will Rogers, by a 
miracle, were there and they took 
Patty and me to their ranch where 
we stayed for two weeks until 
I could return to work in my pic- 
ture. Their love and the quiet of 
the hills was strengthening, but 
I could not for a long time shake 
off the illusion that if I could 
only run down the world far 
enough, somehow I would find 
Flo alive and waiting for me. 

But I know that his memory 
shines on in the memories of 
beauty that he created. The stand- 
ards he established are respected 
and the heritage he left the 
musical comedy world is still 
fresh and joyful, Could there be 
a prouder boast in the theater 
than “I worked for Ziegfeld”? 
And “Ziegfeldian” and “Glorified” 
are words that Flo left us on a 
banner above his accomplish- 
ments. 

I think that with all his fame, 
Flo has never been given proper 
credit for two things in which he 
pioneered. It was he more than 
any other producer who brought 
the loveliness of ballet into musical 
comedy. One of his first attempts 
to do this was close to the turn 
of the century when he presented 
Adeline Genee in The Kiss Waltz, 
in which she performed ballet in 
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BILLIE BURKE AS SHE LOOKS 
TO 


riding boots—a stunt, to be sure, 
but the forerunner of the charm- 
ing, Degas-like ballet scenes which 
Flo later used so often in his 
musicals. He was also the first, 
or one of the first, to recognize 
and to appreciate the theatrical 
genius of the Negro race, Bert 
Williams was his star at a time 
when no other managers had 
promoted any Negro stars, and his 
presentation of Negroes in Show 
Boat needs no emphasis from me. 
Except this: Flo was as meticu- 
lous in his care for his Negro 
players, including the least im- 
portant girl or dancer, as he was 
with his most important white 
stars. He provided fine dressing 
rooms for them, costumed them 
beautifully, and lavished more at- 
tention on them, it often seemed 
to me, than he did on some of the 
others.

S I look about my small, com- 

pact house on quiet evenings 

when I am free from being 
that silly woman in the movies or, 
on the radio, I perceive that I am 
somewhat overrun with elephants. 
There are elephants in my library, 
elephants on my dressing table, 
and there are two big old fellows, 
gleaming white and about 18 
inches high, who live in the gar- 
den and are accommodating about 
holding flower pots. Some are of 
porcelain, some of china, some of 
jade, silver, gold, or amber.

The elephants were Flo Zieg- 
feld’s and there was not much 
else to save when he was gone, 
after all the little people came 
and took things. 

There were six lawsuits against 
the estate before our tears were 
dry. They were complicated be- 
cause Flo’s loans and agreements 
and plans were always compli- 
cated, d I do not pretend to 
understand them. All told, there 
were debts of a half million dol- 
lars. There were paid off, event- 
ually, through the few resources 
we could lay hands on. Over the 
years I have managed to con- 
tribute a hundred thousand dol- 
lars. I wish it could be more. 

I have often been asked to 
explain why, in spite of his fi- 
nancial debacle, there was not 
more of a legacy from Flo, There 
was the Follies name, the picture 
eventually made from his life 
story, and the great Ziegfeld prop- 
erties—Sally, Rosalie, Show Boat 
and so on—all of which eventually 
became successful motion pictures, 
I am sure that no one will be 
interested in the details if I could 
explain them, which I cannot, but 
as things turned out these things 
meant very little financially to Pat

Follies was legally involved. I was 
able to buy Flo's interest, but 
Mr. Erlanger’s share was purch- 
ased by the Shuberts.

Actually, although he was 
in difficulty at the time of his 
death, it is certain that, with his 
radio show, with the great prop- 
erties he controlled, with the plans 
for new shows that he had, and 
with Hollywood’s realization that 
musical comedies were enormously 
profitable, Flo would have recov- 
ered and would have been a 
greater showman than ever. That 
he missed his chance was the real 
tragedy. 

I could not control the motion 
picture right to Sally or Show 
Boat or any of the other Ziegfeld 
productions. It would have taken 
a great deal of money to hold 
those rights and I did not have 
this. Eventually, great movies were 
made from them, but I had no 
claim to the profits. 

Now, of course, I know what

ing modesty for the moment, I 
think I can say that I had a 
name in New York, I know that I 
could have found good plays and 
good producers, and I am reason- 
ably sure that I could again have 
been a star on the New York 
stage.

Actually, the contract could have 
been made against the best de- 
fense! After the heart queen holds, 
South can also afford to lead the 
heart jack. He then cashes the 
club king, ruffs a club, goes to the 
diamond king and ruffs dummy’s 
last club, then plays the ace and 
seven of diamonds. East takes 
this trick and can cash a spade, 
but must then lead another spade. 
Declarer simply ruffs with the 
heart nine. If West over-ruffs 
with the king, the ace captures 
that card; if West under-ruffs, 
dummy’s diamond is discarded, 
and the trump ace takes the ful- 
filling trick.
